Battling stomach pains and fatigue, JoAnn 
Chiakulas would take the train into the city 
each morning knowing that her resolve was 
disappointing some people and infuriating 
others. 

But the 67-year-old grandmother said she 
also knew that as a juror in Rod Blagojevich’s 
corruption trial, she had a responsibility to 
follow her conscience and the law She said 
she did not believe he or his brother commit- 
ted a crime with their actions to fill Barack 
Obama’s Senate seat, so she would not find 
them guilty despite what other jurors, pros- 
ecutors and perhaps the public wanted. 

If it was going to be ii-i, so be it. 

“I could never live with myself if I went 
along with the rest of the jury,” Chiakulas 
told the Tribune in her first media interview 
since the trial ended. “I didn’t believe it was 


the correct vote for me.” 

The jury deliberated on the sweeping cor- 
ruption charges for 14 days and, in the end, 
convicted Rod Blagojevich of one count of 
lying to the FBI. The panel was split on the 
23 other counts, prompting the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial and the government to prom- 
ise a retrial. 

On Thursday, prosecutors dropped charg- 
es against the ex-governor’s brother, Robert 
Blagojevich, “in the interests of justice.” All 
four counts against Robert Blagojevich were 
related to the Senate seat. 

In the week since the trial’s end, Chiakulas 
has been branded “the holdout” for her re- 
fusal to convict the ex-governor on the Sen- 
ate seat allegations. 

A former state public health employee 
who retired before Blagojevich took office, 
Chiakulas says she had no allegiance to the 


former governor or his family 

Chiakulas and two other jurors broke their 
silence in an interview Wednesday night and 
offered their account of the deliberations 
and the trial’s aftermath. Also attending was 
longtime Tribune contributor Ruth Fuller, a 
family friend who helped arrange the meet- 
ing. 

Chiakulas said she found Blagojevich’s 
recorded statements on the Senate vacancy 
to be so scattered, so disorganized that his 
actions did not reach the level of a criminal 
conspiracy 

She said she never saw him formulate a 
clear plan to sell the seat. But in voting him 
not guilty, she stressed she did not find him 
innocent. 

“I thought he was narcissistic,” she said. “I 
thought he was all over the place. I thought 
he was just rambling.” 


Blago’s bro: 
‘Nightmare 
finally ended’

smile he never sported 
during his federal corruption trial. 

Just hours before, his attorney called with 
stunning news: Federal prosecutors had de- 
cided not to retry him on corruption charges, 
a week after jurors deadlocked on aU four 
counts against him. 

“I was in disbelief,” he said at his son’s con- 
do in Uptown. “I couldn’t believe the night- 
mare finally ended. The government did the 
right thing by me.” 

He said his wife, Julie, was “overjoyed. She 
busted down crying. It was the best kind of 
cry I’ve seen her cry It was joyful relief” 

As recently as Wednesday prosecutors said 
they still planned to retry him. But they did 
offer one concession: They would try him 
separately from his brother. Rod Blagojevich, 
something Robert had requested in vain be- 
fore the first trial. 

“We rejected their offer,” he said. “We were 
encouraged by it and speculated briefly on 
what it might mean. We didn’t expect a dis- 
missal today I’m happy we made the decision 
we did yesterday to get the result we did today” 
Robert Blagojevich added that he felt like 
a “pawn” during the trial. “I was being used as 
leverage against my brother. I feel violated. I 
feel used.” 

Speaking of his brother, Robert Blagojev- 
ich said, “When it comes to my brother, Fm 
an afterthought.” 

But he added that he still loves his brother 
and will be back to Chicago to support him in 
court during a retrial. 

January likely for retrial start 

The judge who presided over Rod 
Blagojevich’s corruption trial said Thursday 
he’ll likely set the retrial for early January 
and reiterated that he probably won’t allow 
the former governor to have more than two 
taxpayer-funded lawyers, tribune

Mayor Daley announced Thursday that the 
city will look into privatizing its recycling 
program and lakefront festivals— potentially 
including Taste of Chicago— to help close a 
$655 million budget hole. 

Getting private operators to do vehicle 
maintenance and repair, animal care and con- 
trol and potentially other city functions also 
are on the table, the mayor said at a City Hall 
news conference. 

Daley said he may also ask unions to make 
further concessions to close the hole, and tap 
into a pool of money from the cit/s Tax In- 
crement Financing program. Allowing ATMs 
and movie rental boxes in city facilities also is 
under consideration. 

The mayor, who briefly took questions 
about his budget ideas, did not say how much 
the options could raise as he works on next 
year’s budget. 

The mayor’s last major foray into privatiza- 
tion was his lease of the city’s parking meter 
system. That proved unpopular with the pub- 
lic after rates increased and the private opera- 
tor had service problems after taking over. 

But Daley who is expected to seek re-elec- 
tion in February, repeatedly has vowed that 
he won’t raise taxes to balance the budget. 


Probe: Jeans 
Day needed 
better controls

An inspector general’s report says a Jeans Day 
program in Cook County Circuit Court Clerk 
Dorothy Brown’s office needed better finan- 
cial controls and record keeping. 

Brown on Thursday released a statement 
saying she would not resume the program, 
which allowed workers to wear jeans to work 
if they paid a small fee but was suspended after 
news reports raised questions about how the 
cash was handled. 

The probe found no evidence to support 
“an allegation of misconduct or wrongdoing” 
in the program, but stated that Brown’s office 
didn’t properly track how many employees 
gave money to managers. The report caUs on 
Brown’s office to keep better records about 
how many employees are taking part, to make 
sure all the money employees contribute finds 
its way to the appropriate bank account.

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City cracks down 
on unlicensed club

The scene inside the Northwest Side tavern on a 
recent Saturday night was pretty typical. 

Rock music played over the speakers while a 
youngish crowd bellied up to the bar and a couple 
of middle-aged guys played video slots in the next 
room. 

But the doorway facing a quiet block on Ad- 
dison Street didn’t boast your usual neon glow or 
swinging Old Style sign. 

Instead, anyone approaching the club saw 
butcher paper blocking the large storefront win- 
dows. 

A strip of duct tape with the words “Members 
Only” scrawled on it was stuck to the door. The 
outside decor has since been updated with black 
tinted windows and an “Opal Athletic Club Mem- 
bers Only” inscription. 

The Opal Athletic Social Club— as the establish- 
ment is known in state records, where it’s incorpo- 


rated as a nonprofit— is one of an untold number 
of unlicensed, members-only drinking establish- 
ments that city officials say operate in Chicago. 

When the Tribune asked the Department of 
Business Affairs and Consumer Protection about 
the Opal, inspectors paid a visit. They issued ci- 
tations for not having a liquor license and failing 
to display city tax stickers on video gambling ma- 
chines and video games. 

Efrat Stein, a spokeswoman for the city agency, 
said there’s no record of the Opal having a liquor 
license at its previous location near Opal and Bel- 
mont avenues. 

There are 70 private, nonprofit clubs legally op- 
erating with liquor licenses citywide. 

To get a license, a club must have at least 
50 members, “promote some common object 
other than the sale or consumption of alcohol” and 
be legally chartered for at least three years, Stein 
said.

Racecar drivers aren’t actually athletes. At least not in the Der- 
rick Rose or Patrick Kane way we think of the word. Instead, I 
believe these helmeted daredevils fit in a category somewhere 
between astronaut and superhero. 

I say this with confidence because I have just survived the Indy Rac- 
ing Experience. That’s Experience with a capital “E.” I’ve attempted 
field goals and tossed a few passes on a mini-field at the NEEs so-called 
Experience, but this IndyCar version is mind-blowingly different. 

I sat in a second cockpit a couple of feet behind IndyCar vet Davey 
Hamilton in his sleek gray and blue HP-branded IndyCar as he coaxed 
the motorized beast into speeds that would make NASA jealous. 

It’s the NEE equivalent of being perched on Jay Cutler’s shoulder as 
he throws a bomb to Devin Hester against Green Bay 


But blazing around the 1.5 mile tri-oval was 
just the climax of my afternoon at Chicago- 
land Speedway in Joliet on Thursday It began 
rather inauspiciously in a National Guard 
trailer, where I find myself wiggling my way 
into a tight one-piece fire suit that feels like 
five layers of long underwear. I also toss on a 
pair of black racing hi-tops, a white head scarf 
that calls to mind the ninja mask Storm Shad- 
ow dons in “GI. Joe,” thick gloves and a shiny 
white helmet. 

Even though it’s about 78 degrees outside, 
it takes me all of 30 seconds to start sweating 
buckets. No wonder Danica Patrick is always 
in bikinis in her downtime, I think to myself 

My turn finally arrives, and I follow a couple 
of pit crew members to a stepladder, where I 
am guided into the cockpit behind Hamilton. 
The crew buckles me down, pulls down my vi- 
sor and secures my helmet. Crap. 

Between my mummylike suit and all the 
straps and tight cockpit, I feel claustropho- 
bic— like I am being buried alive in the most 
kickass casket of all time. 

Before the panic sets in, however, Hamil- 
ton hits the gas and we zoomed out of the pit 
area while my thighs rumble from the force of 


I stroll back to safety I give one last admiring 
look to Hamilton. He’s sitting in this rocket- 
ship on wheels nonchalantly while I figure out 
how to unwedge my brain from my eardrums.

Ghost (Tip “TL” Harris) doesn’t want to go back to prison, 
but the first thing he does after getting out is reconnect 
with his crew (Idris Elba, Paul Walker, Chris Brown and 
Hayden Christensen) and plan the heist of an armored car. 
On the case are a grumbly detective (Matt DiUon, who also 
starred in last year’s heist movie ‘Armored”) and a more 
upbeat one (Jay Hernandez) with a gravely ill son. And be- 
cause Russian viUains are so hot right now (“Salt,” “Middle 
Men”), a ruthless Russian gang is involved. 

The buzz: With a few exceptions, this cast is a collective 


warning sign that the movie probably won’t be any good. 

The verdict: Perhaps the crooks’ policy of seeing 
what they want and taking it is supposed to come off as 
fearlessly cool, but no actor, including Zoe Saldana in a 
tiny role, does anything to make the characters swagger 
toward vicarious appeal. Mostly the too-long, ultra- 
predictable “Takers” involves criminals making the same 
dumb decisions they always make while we watch cops 
try to find solutions to questions we’ve already answered.

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A devilish docu-horror 



Newsday 

It might be called “The Last Exorcism,” 
but it’s just the latest in what has become a 
kind of horror-movie juggernaut, the movie- 
within-the-movie that proves the adage that 
less is more — even when produced by a film- 
maker who’s always believed that more is, in 
fact, not enough. 

Presented by Eli Roth— creator of the 
“Hostel” franchise and a prime mover in 
what’s frequently referred to as “torture 
porn”— “The Last Exorcism,” which opens 
Eriday is part of an emerging genre of docu- 
horror. The trend started in 1999 with “The 
Blair Witch Project,” but more recently has 
included “Hostel,” “Hostel 2,” “Quarantine,” 
“Cloverfield” and “Paranormal Activity” 

Eschewing eviscerations, amputations, 
decapitations and free-flowing corpuscles, 
“The Last Exorcism” features breakout per- 
formances by Patrick Eabian, Ashley Bell, 
Louis Herthum and Caleb Landry Jones. Set 
in a neo-Gothic South, it’s about a charming- 
ly dishonest preacher named Cotton Marcus 
(Eabian), who decides to come clean about 
his sham exorcisms for the benefit of a docu- 
mentary— which gets made while we watch. 


The conceit of “The Last Exorcism,” there- 
fore, is that we see only what the documen- 
tary camera sees, a technique that generates 
immediacy urgency and a certain amount of 
claustrophobia. 

Limiting what an audience can see “makes 
it even scarier,” director Daniel Stamm said, 
“because the audience is aware that there’s a 
whole world outside the frame and that they 
could be under attack at any moment. You 
take away the fourth wall, and it makes the 
audience much more vulnerable.” 

Roth agrees. “When you shoot this, you 
feel like you’re in the room with these people 
in a way you don’t get when you’re making a 
straight narrative.” 

While suggestion and implication are large 
guns in the “Exorcism” arsenal, Roth’s name 
carries considerable marketing weight: The 
director of “Hostel,” “Hostel 2” and “Cabin 
Eever;” producer of “2001 Maniacs” and 
“Grindhouse;” and the portrayer of the homi- 
cidal lunatic Sgt. Donny Donowitz in “In- 
glourious Basterds,” Roth is synonymous with 
excess. So he’s eager to disabuse horror fans of 
the notion that “The Last Exorcism” is going 
to be “Hostel 3.” 


“It’s not about power tools,” Roth said of 
“Exorcism.” “It’s about possession. It’s a psy- 
chological horror film, and when you go in 
knowing that’s what it is, I think you’re more 
than satisfied.” 

He still likes gore, Roth said, “but I’m at- 
tracted to material not just because it’s really 
violent or rated R. I just want to make good, 
smart, scary, fun genre movies.” 

Although very different from his own mov- 
ies, Roth predicted “The Last Exorcism” 


would find a welcome home among the very 
ardent and demanding horror-film fan base. 

“What I notice in horror is that people’s 
enjoyment is very directly related to their 
expectations,” he said. “On ‘Cabin Eever,’ if 
people heard it was a very weird, low-budget, 
’8 os-style splatter movie that was funny and 
scary and totally nuts, they loved it. If they 
were told it was the scariest movie ever made, 
they hated it. It’s all about what the expecta- 
tions were.”

The result: a bright, paste I -painted coun- 
ter-service BYOB decorated with colorful 
art-including plenty of representations 
of the lizard, for which the restaurant is 
named-and serving tacos a cut above. 

Main attraction: Tacos, of course. We 
love the roasted poblano and corn taco 
($2), nestled into a soft, hand-pressed 
corn tortilla. But the shrimp taco ($2.50) 
is hard to top. Picture a Baja-style 
fish taco, but with two plump shrimp 
swapped in for the usual filet. The bat- 
ter is melt-away light and sweet, while a 
drizzle of spicy crema adds bite. 

Best value: Quesadillas. Each flour tor- 
tilla is stuffed with Chihuahua cheese 
and other fillings and cut into quadrants, 
making for a filling snack or a light meal. 
Try the quesadilla La Milpa de Dona 
Vero, named to honor the memory of 
Luis’ sister, a talented cook who liked 
to incorporate veggies from her gar- 
den into her dishes. Fittingly, this one’s 
packed with mushrooms, poblanos and 
roasted red peppers.
